HON. WILFRID GARIEPY 


BRINGS DOWN AMEND- 


MENTS TO FOUR MEASURES 


Hon. Wilfrid Gariepy’s 
amending the municipal hail insur 


ance act, the towns’ act, the village 


act, and a new bill covering subdivi- 


sions were brought down for sccond 


reading yesterday. 

The amendments to the co-spera- 
tive hail insurance act include power 
for municipalities not in the hail in- 
surance district to unite with such, 
if the ratepayers express a desire 
through petition and by later pass- 
ing a by-law to that effect. Boards 
in charge of this hail insurance are 
empowered to borrow money for op- 
ertaion of the board, exclusive of pay 
ing hail losses. These borrowings 
must be first passed by the board 
and then the chairman and treasurer 
may borrow on promissury notes, 


RATE OF ASSESSMENT 


The rate of assessment cannot ex- 
ceed ten cents per acre, and after ex- 
penses are paid the balance of the a- 
mount of the assessment will be ap- 
portioned pro rata among claimants, 
and will constitute payment in full 
for that year. No one suffering a loss 
of only five per cent or less of crop 
is entitled to any claim, 

Money due as indemnity for losses 
by hail shall be exempt from garnish 
ment or attachment, and shall be in- 
capable of being assigned. 

Anyone with an unpatented home- 
stead, a pre-emption or a purchased 
homestead within the hail district 
can escape paying the hail tax if he 
has less than 25 acres broken, and if 
he makes written notice to the seere- 
tary-treasurer of the district that he 
dves not wish tu participate. 

VILLAGE ACT 

The amendment to the village act 
provides for villages to impose taxes 
on buildings for the four years from 
December 21, 1916, This can be done 
by a petition of not less than ten per 
cent of the number of votes polled at 
the annual = municipal election last 


held prior to the date of the 
petition. The petition is sub- 
mitted then to the — secretary 


not later than September first, and a 
by-law is submitted to the village 
council. If it does not’ pass there,and 
and if it is accompanied by a request 
to the eouncil to pass it, the council 
must submit the by-law to the elec- 
tors, where a majority vote will vali- 
date it. 

This is a marked departure from 
the principle of single tax now ob- 
served in Alberta villages. The act 
further states that where this tax 


Brings Down Bill to hid 
Inspection of Alberta 
Cattle 


Hon. Dunean Marshall, minister of 
agriculture, has brought down a meca- 
sure to improve. the present condi- 
tion of stock inspection and shipping 
Under the Old system now in force 
there has been much dissatisfaction 
expressed, and the minister of agri- 
culture thinks he has solved the pro- 
blem with the new act which he in- 
troduced. ; 

In brief the new act calls for in- 
spection at all points of shipment, 
and enables the government to keep 
a closer eheck on those disposing of 
stock. At every point of inspection 
the shipper must certify that the list 
of brands inspected by the govern- 
ment inspector is correct. This certi- 
ficate is attached to the bill of lad- 
ing and sent to the receiving point, 
where there is another check made hy 
the government inspector there. lf 
anything wrong is found the govern- 
ment is in a position to get after the 
shipper. Under the old rule only the 
inspector at the shipping point made 
a certificate, and of course a crooked 
shipper could hide behind his certili- 
cate which was issued in good faith 
by the inspector,

ments the rate shall be on 60 per 
cent of the assessed valuation of the 
said properties. 

BUSINESS TAX 

In ,ddition to this the amendments 
allow the villages to assess a busi- 
ness tax during the same four years 
from December 31, 1915 to four 
years later. This business tax does 
not extend to trades, professions or 
businesses licensed already. The as- 
sessment of this business ‘tax shall 
be on a basis of rental value of pre- 
mises used. It cannot exceed ten per 
cent of the rental value of the pre- 
mises, 

The Towns’ Act grants power to li- 
cense automatic vending machines 
selling gum, matches or,other articl- 
es. It ulso gives the same powers to 
towns with'regard to taxing proper- 
ty and with regard to business as- 
sessment as it gives to cities. 

SUBDIVISIONS 

The act respecting subdivisions af- 
fects cities, towns, villages and rural 
municipalities. Through the utilities 
;commission the owner’ or owner of 
ithe larger portion of subdivisions 
can apply for and obtain the subdi- 
vision for cultivation, either by buy- 
‘ing out those who have taken small 
plots, or by exchanging properties in 
,other parts with them. When the 
small holders have been satistied and 
removed the subdivision may be us- 
ed for agricultural purposes. This 
power applies to subdivisions which 
Will not be developed in the immedi- 
ate future. 


University Students bend 
‘souvenir from Trenches 


A handsome souvenir of the war, 
replete with interest to many people 
in Edmonton, is proudly possessed by 
one of the University girl students, 
jto whom it was sent by students 
from the University who are now at 
the front with the Princess Pats. 

This is a crest carved on walnut 
taken from the White Chateau which 
,Was ruined by shell fire during the 
| battle ot Ypres. he pieces of wood 
were taken into the trenches, and 
bane with a pen knife by one of the 
soldiers. The base is of circassian 
‘walnut, about six inches square ; 
‘mounted on this is a crest carved 
from walnut. The centre of the de 
sign is a conventionalized sunflower, 
surrounded by a plain circle of wood 
(on which is carved ‘‘Princess Patri- 
cias, Canadian Light Infantry.’’ <A 
crown surmounts the entire design. 
On the base is carved the dates 1914 
and 1915, and the words ‘‘St. Eloi,’’ 
*Ypres,’’ and ‘‘Armentieres.”’ The 
design is most artistic and the de- 
tail work has been well carried out.

Five Milion Dollar fire 


Augusta, Ga., March 23. — One of 
'a series of fires which have caused 
millions of dollars worth of damage 
in the past few days in the south and 
j southwest, swept through ten busi- 
ness blocks of Augusta and twenty 
‘adjoining residence blocks last night 
‘and early to-day, and before being 
got under control had caused damage 
conservatively estimated at $5,000,- 
‘000. No lives were reported lost in 
lthe Augusta fire, although there were 
‘scores of narrow escapes and several 
firemen were severely burned. 

The flame-swept area covers about 
one and a quarter square miles and 
in it were the city’s largest office 
and business blocks on the north side 
of Broad street; warehouses on his- 
torie “Cotton Row’ containing thou 
sands of bales of cotton, and some 
[six hundred homes, many of them in 
the city’s most exclusive residential 
section, Among other structures de- 
stroyed was St. Paul's Episcopal 
ehurch, buit 135 years ago.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, S'ask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in pereon at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 


Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 aores, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In cortain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has oxhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
yoars, cultivate 50 acres and orcct a 
honse worth $300. 

The area of oultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.
